JAPAN'S ENTRANCE INTO WAR. 


Pledge Conflict Will Bo Confined to 
Eastern Asia Roaosureo Washington. 
From outward appeanmcos the Unit- 


ed States government views with equa- 
nimity the entrance of Japan into tun 
European war. 
The reassuring dec- 


larations made to the United States 
by both Great Britain and Japan to 
the effect thut Japan, would confine 
her military operations against • Ger- 
many to eastern Asia have-done much 
to cabm any fears thnt rany have .been 
felt thut the zone of warfare in the 
Pacific might be extended to German 
Samoa, which adjoins the American 
naval station at Tutuiln, and to tho 
other German possessions in tbe Pa- 
cific. 


It is believed thut President Wilson's 


address to his fellow countrymen en- 
joining upou them a strict observance 
of neutrality will nave the effect of 
discouraging anti-Japanese agitators, 
and that tho American pepplo goner- 
ally will follow tha oxnmple of their 
government in observing the strictest 
neutrality as between the various com- 
batants. 


Amundsen's Training. 


Captain Roald Amundsen, the Nor- 


wegian who put the south polo on the 
map, was born in Sarpsborg, Nor- 
way, 
July 10, 1872. 
His youth was 


spent in Chrlstianla and on board seal- 
ers and whalers commanded by bis 
father, Cnptaiu Jens Amundson. 
He 


was twenty-five when he entered on 
his first south polar trip as the first of- 
ficer of the Belgica expedition. This 
journey lasted two years and filled tha 
youag sailor with aspirations for fur- 
ther explorations In the frozen regions. 
His parents wonted him to become a 
physician, und ho, spent a year in a 
medical college. Later he went to Ger- 
many to study sciences that would aid 
him as an explorer. His first notable 
feat was to take a ship through the 
northwest passage, und on this trip he 
twice wintered in the ice—New Sorls 
World.

"Covering Troops" Explained—What 
a Reconnoisaance IB—A Guide In 
Reading tha Day's New>. 


In these days -when all tbe talk Is 


of things military the newspapers are 
filled with martial terms that are 
bound to puzzle tbe average layman. 
Here Is a brief "Avar dictionary," given 
in the Albany Knickerbocker Press: 


Cavalry.—Squadron, ISO., men. Regi- 


ment, three squadrons and a machine 
gun section. Brigade, three regiments; 
when acting Independently, horse ar- 
tillery and engineers are attached. Di- 
vision, 
four cavalry brigades, two 


horso artillery brigades, . four field 
troops of engineers, one signal squad- 
ron, 
four signal troops, four cavalry 


field ambulances, together -with trans- 
port and train; this represents a total 
of 9,302 officers and men, with 0,307 
horses and a number of motorcars, mo- 
tor tricycles and bicycles. 


Artillery.—Battery Is composed as 


follows: Horse- artillery, six tlilrteen- 
ponnd guns, 20S officers and men. Field 
artillery, six eighteen-pounders, 203 of- 
ficers and men, 
Ho-witzer, sir five- 


Inch, guns and 101 officers and men. 
Heavy, four "long toms" and 171 of- 
ficers arid men. 
Garrison artillery, a 


variable quantity, according to the 
men and guns or tbe !slze of the forts. 


In the French army a battery con- 


sists of four guns. 


A brigade consists- In the case of 


horse artillery of two batteries and am- 
munition column (071 officers and men, 
and 750 horses); in the case of field ar- 
tillery of three batteries and ammuni- 
tion column (703 men and 733 horses); 
in the cose of field howitzer artillery, of 
three batteries and ammunition col- 
umn.' 


Flying Corps—Miscellaneous Terms. 
Aeroplane squadron, twelve aero- 


planes. Aeroplane and kite- squadron, 
two oil-ships and two kites. 


An airship battalion in the British 


army consists of from twenty to thirty 
olncera and nearly 20O men. 


File, two men. 
Section.—Cavalry, four men; infantry, 


one-eighth of a company (about thirty 
men). 
, Field ambulance, three "sections" of 
medical corps. 


Platoon, a quarter company of infan- 


try. 
. 


Company Royal Engineers.—Between 


180 and 200 army service corps, about 
100. 


Train, Indicates ail the baggage and 


impedimenta, of Jin army which is not 
carried with the first line transport. 


Patrol, a reconnoitering cavalry de- 


tacliineut containing anything 
from 


two men to a squadron.' 


Outpost may consist of anything 


from a company to a big force of all 
arms. Its duty is to ward off an enemy 
long enough to allow the army in the 
rear to make all its dispositions for de- 
fense or attack. 


Advance guard, usually oue-sixtb of 


the main army. 


Column, a force of any size on the 


march. 


Wing and flank, usually interchange- 


able terms and denote the right and 
left sifles'of an advancing line of troops. 


Strategical.—A term used with refer- 


ence to the process by which the army 
is brought into the theater of opera- 
tions. 


Tactical. — A term applied to 
tbe 


movements of troops when In actual 
contact with the enemy. 


Covering Troops— Reconnoissance. 
A screen of troops of all arms is 


pushed out in front of each army to 
feel tor and get in touch with the 
enemy and to prevent him from get- 
ting in and obtaining information. The 
outermost fringe of this screen is com- 
posed' of ^cavalry, .split, up into small 
p irtlesf %r prftrols? WHICH "wnrfc tbfelr 
wa/ ir possible IMS the heart of The 
enemy's country, gathering and send- 
ing back Information, preventing the 
destruction of roads and, .r/iHw,ays 
which their own army "-will- want;to': 
use and doing a thousand nnd one oth- 
er things. 


The screen increases In strength, from 


front to rear, the advanced horsemen, 
being backed up by artillery and In- 
fantry, so that in the event of check 
or an attempt by the enemy to pene- 
trate the screen, a force can be Im- 
mediately concentrated for offensive or 
defensive purposes. 


A complete force of all arms, which 


may be anything from a brigade to 
an army corps, is sometimes sent on 
a special mission to penerate into the 
enemy's country for the purpose.of ob- 
taining special information. 
This Is 


known as a reconnolssance.
